THEFT IN SKID ROW 


Here are some Skid Row specific things you 
can do to reduce the risk of being a victim 
mof theft. 

> Don't leave phones or electronics 
unattended. 

> Shower with your belongings in a 
plastic bag so they don't get wet 

> Don't count money in public 

> Place a noise making mechanism 
on your bags to alert you when 
someone is moving it (Bells, chimes 
etc..) 

> Hide meds, and other items that 
attracts theives. 

> Do not leave cell phones 
unattended when charging them. 

> Do not place items down anywhere 
and walk away for a second. 


> Pack light. Carrying to many items 
makes it difficult for you to control 
them.

SHARDS OF GLASS 

Hello all. There are 
many reasons why 
people end up in Skid 
Row. For some, it's a 
rise in rent, loss of a job, 
addiction. Yet for some, 
the reason is domestic 
violence. Domestic 
Violence, is real, and 
has a devastating affect 
on the person 
experiencing it. I want 
to share with you some 
inpiration with hopes it 
will inspire you to move 


towards peace in your 
lives. 

Imagine holding a 
beautiful vase. A vase 
you have treasured for 
sometime. Imagine 
that it falls from your 
hands. You try gluing it 
back together only for it 
to fall apart again. You 
try sweeping up the 
remnants of it as best as 
you can. 

One night you forget to 
wear your slippers as 
you walk passed where 
you dropped your vase. 
You end up stepping on 
a sharp piece of glass 
from that vase you 
missed. 

Such a piece of 
something tens of 
thousands of times 
smaller than you is 
causing you a whole lot 
of pain. A fragment of 
something you once 
adored is now 
embedded insideo of 
you in the worst way. 
You try to live with it, 
but with every step, it 
bites at you. Causing 
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you to wince in pain. 

It's in deep and you 
cannot pull it out, so 
you try to live with it, 
but over time it changes 
your walk, your stance 
and your continence. 
Soon it begins to tear 
your whole body down 
as you try depend on 
other parts of yourself 
to compensate and 
avoid the pain. 

Sometimes the people 
in our lives can have the 
same impact. Some do 
not have to violate you 
in a major way to get 
under your skin. Just 
small acts of disrespect 
and abuse can begin to 
weigh on you. It can 
slow you down. Stymie 
your growth and 
destroy your self worth. 
You try to live with the 
worst part of a person 
under your skin, but 
their emotionl jagged 
edges cut into you with 
every stride. 

You accept it because 
you have kids, have a 
history, or are still 


holding on to when 
things were good. As it 
get f s worse you let 
them hang around 
hoping like a shard of 
glass, it will work it's 
way out. You get lost in 
the memory of what 
they were, but refuse to 
see who they are... 
Broken pieces that are 
now breaking you. 

My friends. Sometimes 
we must sit down and 
find the courage to 
remove the shards of 
glass that cause us 
trauma. Even if it is a 
piece of somethin... or 
someone causing your 
suffering. As hard as it 
may be, find the strenth 
to remove them. Then 
put your slippers on so 
they cannot penetrate 
you again. 

If you are a victim of 
abuse in Skid Row, 
know there is help here 
for you at Central 
Station. We have a 
wonderful Domestic 
Assualt Respont Team 
Officer named 


Stephanie Jonigan. She 
has resources that can 
help you. We also have 
awesome advocates 
from Peace Over 
Violence, who will assist 
you as well if you do 
noit want to speak with 
an officer. 

We known it's not easy 
to get out of some bad 
situations, but I want 
you to know, when you 
are ready, we want to 
be your slippers.
